W hite. 
In his will 
T haw 
provided 
that his executors should set apart 
the sum of $30,000 for th e investiga­ 
tion of his death in case of a violent 
or suspicious end, and for tho prose­ 
cution of the persons 
suspected 
of 
having had a hand in his tak in g off. 
In the codicil Thaw left to a law yer 
In P ittsb u rg the sum of $7,500 to be 
used in securing legal red ress from 
Stanford W hite 
and one o ther 
per­ 
son, w hose nam e was not allowed to 
be read, for the benefit, of four young 
women who, T haw declared, had been 
the victim s of ‘’degrading assau lts” 
In a house ‘‘furnished and used for 
orgies by Stanford 
W h ite and other 
Inhum an scoundrels.” 
T h e nam es of 
th e four young women w ere m entioned 
by Thawp but w ere not m ade public. 
T haw also bequeathed sum s of $2,500 
each to th e Rev. Dr. C harles H. Park- 
hurst, A nthony Com stock and a law ­ 
yer nam ed in his codicil to be used 
In discovering 
fu rth er 
m isdeeds by 
Stanford W hite and securing redress 
for th e women. 


Improvement In Th aw ’s Condition. 


T w o o th e r physicians will next tak e 
th e 
stand, 
Doctors 
H am m ond

pro vem e n t in T h aw ’s m e n ta l condition 


during Hie period of his confinement in

A ttorney Jerom e, 
md t Hat the latter had told him to let 
.he m a tte r drop; that there was notli 
ng to it. 
He nlso com plained to An 
.bony Com stock and 
to a detective 
igency. 
Dr. E vans was corroborated as to 
most 
of T iiaw ’s 
sta te m e n ts by 
Dr. 
Charles 
G. W agner of 
Binghamton, 
who first figured as 
a w itness early 
last week. 
L ate in th e afternoon 
D istrict At­ 
torney 
Jerom e 
cross-exam ined 
Dr. 
Evans briefly on the one point of his 
opinion that Thaw w as 
of unsound 
mind at the tim e of executing his will. 
The prosecutor 
and w itness 
flashed 
fire at th e first contact and th e re was 
pverv indication that w hen Mr. Jerom e 
undertook Br. E v a n s’ 
cross-exam ina­ 
tion in general the proceedings would 
be as lively and in teresting as any 
ever heard in a local courtroom . 
Dr. 
Evans m et 
the prelim inary 
a ttack s 
boldly, and seem ed as ready w ith his 
wit 
as th e 
district attorney. 
This 
was illustrated w hen Mr. Jerom e, in a 
‘one of aggravation, 
asked the wdt- 
, -ass: 
“Well, what can you say ?” 
“T h ere are m any things I could say, 
but I am not perm itted to say them , 
retorted th e physician, amid laughter. 
Mr. D elm as was on his feet during 
every bit of Mr. Je ro m e ’s cross-ques­ 
tioning of the witness. 
He interposed

objections and generally

Being Made Into Wreck on the New 
York Central. 
New York, Feb. 19.— Four distinct 
investigations into the w reck of the 
B rew ster express on 
tile New York 
Central railroad S aturd ay are in prog­ 
ress and resolutions have been in tro ­ 
duced Into the legislature for a legis­ 
lative investigation. 
One 
of th e in­ 
vestigations under way is by th e di­ 
rection of the coroner, a second was 
m ade bv th e New York sta te railroad 
comm ission, a third by the d istrict a t­ 
torney's office of New York county 
and the fourth by th e railroad. 
Police lists show tw enty-tw o dead 
as a result of the wreck, w ith a possi­ 
bility that four or five o thers m ay die 
in hospitals or at th eir hom es in this 
city or W hite Plains. 
It Is expected 
that the final d eath list will not ex­ 
ceed 
twenty-five. 
Most of 
th e in­ 
jured are doing well, about a dozen re ­ 
m aining under tre a tm e n t in th e hos­ 
pitals In tile Bronx. 
Coroner Schw anback, after tak ing 
the evidence of passen gers 
and one 
railroad official in his court, conducted 
his jury to the scene of the d isaster 
and there w ent over th e ground with 
them and w ith several w itnesses. 
T he sta te railroad com m ission wont, 
over the scene of the 
w reck accom ­ 
panied by several 
railroad officials. 
No announcem ent was m ade, but it is 
said th a t tile 
com m issioners are in­ 
clined to the belief th a t the accident 
was due to a defect In the m otors of 
one 
of th e cars. 
It. 
w as intim ated, 
though not officially, th a t the wreck 
w as not due eith er to defect I vo rails 
or tho too great speed of the train It 
was also determ ined, it is said, that 
the m otor cars also left the track.

The city council had a very lively 
session Monday evening, there being 
several rather interesting passages at 
arms. 
The most important 
business 
done was the electing of a successor to 
F. C. Damson, who declined a re elec­ 
tion at the hands of the council. 
A strong dog ordinance 
was also 
passed under suspension of the rules. 
Tho superintendent of the electric 
light plant reported that the shafting 
and bearings at tho power house were 
in bad shape but that by some minor 
repairs they could be made to last for 
some time yet. 
There was a snag struck when the 
council hit the dog ordinance proposed 
by tho health officer, but the ordinance 
was finally passed under a suspension of 
the rules. 
By the provisions of the or 
dinance all dogs running at largo must 
bo muzzled so that they cannot bite or 
the police are empowered to shoot them. 
Anyono attempting to prevent the en­ 
forcement of the ordinance is made 
liable to a fine of not less than 85 or 
more than 820. 
There was some oppo­ 
sition to passing the ordinance under 
a suspension of the rules, some of the 
council believing that there should be 
a couple of weeks notice given in order 
t at the public might be able to obtain 
es. 
It .\an pointed out that the 
uogo could be tied up pending the secur­ 
ing 
of muzzles. 
Alderman 
Twohey 
would muzzle some of the inhabitants 
instead of tho dogs and expressed doubt 
as to the police shooting the dogs. 
He 
sai<l he had a bad dog which bit him 
and he asked a police officer to shoot 
tho dog and the policeman replied that 
ho would rather shoot him than the dog. 
On its passage the president and Alder­ 
man Twohey voted no, the rest voting 
yes. 
C. ll. Heath appeared before the 
council asking a refund of 82.) as license 
paid as a dealer in second hand goods. 
He declared that E. J. Rhone and Mr. 
Kaatz wore following the same business 
and that when he asked a warrant of 
Q e r k Lov for their arrest for having 
no licenses it was refused. 
He thought 
he should have a refund or that the 
others should pay. The matter was re 
(erred to tho proper committee for con­ 
sideration. 
Attorney M. E. Ryan appeared for the 
firm of Ryan it Johnson, sewer contrac­ 
tors, and asked that their bill for the 
lateral sewers be allowed. 
Mr. Ryan 
showed a release from 
Bt. 
Francis 
church releasing the city and contrac­ 
tors from any further liability as to the 
damage done the building and further 
contended that the 85 per day forfeiture 
for non-completion within specified time 
was not legal and that it was caused by 
the inability of tho manufacturers of 
sewer pipe to get cars. 
Attorney Polk 
said that the forfeiture was legal, but 
that the city need not exact it if they 
did not wish. 
President Johnson was 
in favor of holding the contractors to 
the letter as was Mr. Twohey, both of 
whom strongly criticized the methods 
by which the contract was obtained 


Several sharp passages at arms occurred 
between Mr. Ryan, of the firm of Ryan 
k Johnson, and President Johnson and 
Alderman Twohey. 
The 
bills 
wero 
finally allowed at $1826.25, on lateral 
sewer J, less $50 for the possible repairs 
to the streets, etc., this spring and on 
lateral K at $3,881 less 8100 held back 
for a similar purpose. 
Mayor Wise nominated Mrs. L. M.

Alderman 
Twohey reported the same state of af 
fairs from the Third ward. 
After somo 
discussion the street committee was 
empowered to instruct the street com­ 
missioner to take what action it deemed 
best in the matter of opening up drains, 
etc. 
Alderman Houck took exception to 
the ministerial association taking action 
looking toward the enforcement of the 
law and stated that he met them before 
the election and urged that Mr. Angel’s 
name be kept out of the campaign that 
Mr. Ousdahl might be elected and the 
laws enforced, and he thought they 
should now abide by the decision for 
frr the next two years without criticis 
the officials. 
Ho also criticised 
tho 
papers for publishing the petition. 
Al­ 
derman Twoheythought that the coun­ 
cil should take no notice of complaints 
or petitions unless legal proceedings 
were begun. 
The chief of the fire department re­ 
ported the need of of a new light wagon 
and the fire committee was authorized 
to purchase on**.

Falls states th a t the Littlefork crossing 
will bo located about a mile and a half 
below the village of Littlefork. 
The village is located in a valley and 
tho grade to this entrance from the 
southwest would be very great on ac­ 
count of a high ridge for a distance of 
about two milos. 
This heavy grade will 
be avoided by using tho line chosen and 
at the same time tho depot can be lo­ 
cated at a point across the river and a 
little below the village.

The 
agreement means that the schools of 
San Francisco will he conducted in the 
same manner as they were before tho 
hoard of education adopted the resolu­ 
tion last October piovldlng for the 
segregation of the 
Japanese except I 
that adult Japanese 
who are in pri­ 
mary grades must continue to attend I 
the Oriental schools and that Japanese 1
